STATE AID FOR PORT FACILITIES 
Ten years ago there was no need for port facilities on our major rivers. Now the Ouachita River is navigable to 
Camden, the White River will soon be navigable to Newport, and the great Arkansas River will be navigable to 
Little Rock this year and to Ft, Smith next year, 
If we are to reap the full benefit of navigation on our rivers, the cities along the streams must have port facilities 
for the shipment and receipt of products transported by water. 
After a close study of the problems, when I am governor, if it is found necessary I will propose a program of 
state aid to towns and cities on the navigable streams for the establishment of port facilities. This need not be 
any great expenditure, but an amount sufficient to establish the needed ports, May I point out that this will not 
be a recurring expense. Once the ports are established they will be left to the control and maintenance of the 
local areas. 
If federal aid should become available for such purposes, we will utilize the federal funds to the fullest extent 
possible, 
All of us know that our state and the whole area will be the loser unless we build and maintain the facilities that 
will be required to take full advantage of the great new Arkansas River system through the heart of our state and 
in the heart of the great Southwest. If state aid is required, the chief executive will be fully justified in making 
such a recommendation and pushing it to a successful conclusion. 


MATCHING FUND PROGRAM FOR LOCAL TOURIST DEVELOPMENT 
The tourist trade is growing by leaps and bounds. It becomes a more important economic factor every day. This 
is especially true in our state. Arkansas, with its beautiful mountains, its many streams and lakes, its many 
historical sites, its excellent hunting and fishing, can be the greatest tourist and recreation center in the nation. 
We must continue our publicity program. We must maintain and improve our system of state parks and historic 
sites, now numbering 34, of which 28 were established in the last Democratic administration. (Incidentally, none 
were established in the present administration.) Many more fine parks can, and must be established for the use of 
the tourists, and for the use and benefit of our own people. 
In this connection I have a new proposal. I will recommend a program of state aid for the creation and 
construction of city, county and regional parks. Then, many areas may be able to go ahead with plans, some 
already in the making, without sitting back and waiting for the state to do the job alone. By assisting local units 
of government in such endeavors, many projects can be built at an earlier date. Such a program could save state 
funds in that such projects could be built with local assistance, thus removing the necessity of the state doing the 
job alone. 


NEW DIVISION OF A.I.D.C. 
To Create Arkansas plants for the procewing of Arkansas farm products 
Much of our farm produce is now shipped out of Arkansas for processing in other areas. Therefore, I will 
propose the creation of a new division of the Arkansas Industrial Development Commission (AIDC) for the 
specific purpose of creating and establishing of plants in Arkansas for the processing of Arkansas farm products. 
This can include meat packing plants, soybean and rice mills, additional plants to turn raw cotton into cloth, 
carpets and other finished products, and any other plant that can process farm pr forest products. 
The new division can also deal with marketing problems in order to help the farmers of Arkansas obtain a fair 
price for their farm produce. 
I am sure we can be successful in this field, jyst as we were successful with the original industrial program. The 
reduced cost of transportation, the availability of good quality farm produce and our dependable Arkansas labor, 
are factors which will be advantageous to such processing plants. Four examples of the type plants I have in 
mind are the Qerber plant in Ft. Smith and the Atkins Pickle plant at Atkins in Pope County, Welch Grape Juice 
Company Inc. in Springdale, and Campbell Soup Company in Fayetteville.

St, Denis, the "First Udy of the 
American dance," died Sunday 
at 88 in Hollywood Presbyterian 
Hospital. She had been treated 
periodically for heart trouble 
since 1966, the year in which she 
last danced publicly, 


Willowy, erect and energetic, 


Miss St. Denis continued lectur- 
ing and teaching until 
her 


death, saying, "the creative life 
•*that is what keeps mfi going," 


At 16 she was dancing for $25 


a week in a vaudeville theater. 
David Belasco, the New York 
producer, 
changed her name 


from Dennis and cast her in his 
shows for five years. 


She became famous overnight 


in 1906 whe she danced her inno- 
vative "The Incense," based on 
a Hindu theme and set in a 
freer form than American audi- 
ences had seen before. 


"Before 1 started, there was 


no dance in America except 
vaudeville and the group doing 
Italian-type ballet at the Metro- 
politan," she said once. 


The Idiom she created evolved 


through the work of her pro- 
teges, Including Martha Gra- 
ham, 
Charles 
Weldman 
and 


Doris Humphrey. 


With her husband and dancing 


partner, Ted Shawn, she found- 
ed the Denishawn School In 1915 
In Los Angeles. They separated 
without divorcing In 1929, saying 
that when they were together 
their love flourished but their 
creativity 
didn't. Later they 


worked together 
occasionally, 


notably In 1964 celebrating their 
50th anniversary. 


Shawn, now 76, still operates 


the Jacob's Lillow dance festi- 
val at Lee, Mass.

Tribe Is 
Starving on 
Battlefront

CAMP ITAK KOT, Biafra 


(AP) — More than 600 members 
of the Iblbio tribe, caught in the 
middle of the Nigerian civil 
war, huddle in this front line 
refugee camp with nearly emp- 
ty stomachs. Children suffering 
from malnutrition clutch franti- 
cally at their mothers' wizened 
breasts. 


A 30-year-old woman lies 


panting on the ground, com- 
plaining in a croaking voice that 
she can no longer stand on her 
reedthin legs. 


"I can feed them for two 


more weeks," says the camp 
warden, 
the Rev, 
Lawrence 


Ntia, an Iblbio who became a 
Roman Catholic priest. 


"We got 48 cans of tinned fish 


three days ago from Caritas 
(the 
Catholic relief organiza- 


tion) and today a man from toe 
Red Cross came with six bags 
of milk and five bags each of 
egg powder and salt." 


Father Ntia said this means 


the refugees, at least for a few 
days, wJH get a little more than 
their occasional cup of mashed 
cassava root, 


Most of the refugees camo to 


the camp from lhe no man's 
land around ftot Ekpene, a 
town which has been fiercely 
contested by the armies of the 
Nigerian Federation and break- 
away Biafra, 


The province is inhabited 


mainly by Ibibios, a minority 
tribe overshadowed by the main 
antagonists in the civil war— the 
Ibos of Biafra and the Kansas 
and Yorubas of the federation. 


Many of the Ibibjos fled into 


the steaming forest when the 
fighting got heavy and have 
have not come out. 


"They are starving," said 


Father Ntia. "Soldiers and civil 
defense workers go into the 
bush to try to get them out, but 
many of them ran farther away, 
afraid the soldiers will shoot

Thursday night might have been 
in his house. He said a number 
of visitors greeted the family 
alter they arrived in Irasburg. 


"They knew the layout," he 


said. "The shooting was cut and 
dried. It was not a hurry up af- 
fair."
